Can even Irishmen be duped
any longer into supporting sach a ohimerioal,
not to day criminal, undertaking ! What
good results has this Fenian business yet
prodaded ! Look at that miserable Cana-
Man invasion of last summer. A few poor
Cansdian farmers killed, and now a half-score
or more of infatuated men wearing ont the
weary hours of a long imprisonment, having
barely cgoaped the halter by the kind iaterpo-
sition of our Government, are all the fruits it
can bomst. 8o, too, of the late attempted
riaing in Ireland itself; what has it amounted to?
There, too, a few victims have been furnished
for the prisons, and that is all. Who oan show
that this whole Fenian movement, from its
start down to the present time, has acoom-
'pliihed anything whatever for the cause of
Ieiah liberty ! Grant all that is gaid about
English oppression; grant that the objeot of
Irish independence i8 a noble one, grant all as
to the ends to be achieved that the most ardent
Fonian can claim, and it doed not help the
matler any. Many & noble object has been
sacrificed by the folly of those pursuing it.
Brains are needed for success even in a good
cause. It is our deliberate opinion that the
“onuse of Irish liberty is being hindered and
put back by the follies of the Fenian leaders,
We look upon the proposed invasion of Can-
Ada as an illegal andjioolish enterprise, which,
if persisted in, will simply result in puiting a
few more vietims in prigon, or perhaps in
bringing them to the soaffold. Ireland is not
to be liberated by making war npon Canada.

There is just one way for the people to put
a stop to these foolish proceedings, and that
is to cense giving money to be squandered
ppon them. What has become of the im-
mense sumg already contributed? What
~have the donors to show for it all? The mass
of these contributions are gollected from
poor men who are unable to aflord such gifts.

Has Awy Todmon Bass Parvonup ?—The
recent declsion of Chilef Justise Chass in re-
gard to the confisostion of the real estateof an
alleged Robel ia of vilal interest at the present
time. The Chiel Justice held that no man wns
guilty of rebollion pntil he was convicted, and
no man could be convicted until he had been
tried by a jury of his peers, This is the Witeral
law in the question of treason, and, viewed in
its light, we have really ne traitora in our
country. The grods negligence of the tlovern-
ment in refusing to bring any toa trial, has
reatly left them all legally innooent, sithough
we all know thom guilty. We havein the Unitad
States not a single traftor.  Not ono has been
tried, and henoe, not one is known to ba guilty.
Iu’ this light anothor question arises, which
hns already attracted the attention of jurists,
If we have no traftors in the country, could
the President grant any pardons ? It ia cor-
tainly logical that if there are no orlminals
there can be no pardons. Ience it is a very
doubtful question whether all the pardons
granted are nol utterly worthless—as Riohe-
liou says, “Parchments for battledores.” The
President is not a Pope, to grant dispensa-
tions for deeds in prospectu. He cannot for-
give a man for a corime of whioh he s not
guilty; and as the Chief Justioe has decided
that there are no State criminals in Ameriea,
we greatly fear that all the fonds pald as
relnining fees to the female pardon-brokers
will have to be set down' by the pardoned South-
erners to the prolit and loss account,

Turnn appears to be no prospect of a genaral
Indian war at present, despite the surmisings
of many to the contrary. The Indians,
although hostile, are quiet, and the policy of
(General Hancock in talking them into sub.
misgion, appears just now Lo be as suoocessful
as he could have desired.
